The high tribunal in a 5 to 3 de- 


cision last June affirmed a lower 
court finding that the by-laws re- 
strain trade and thus violate the 
Sherman anti-trust act. H directed 
amendment of the by-laws so as to 
prevent AP members from con- 
sidering comoeiitivc aspects of nn 
application for membership. 
The AP, in asking a rehearing, 


contended among other things that 
to require opening of its member- 
ship was not an appropriate way 
to achieve objectives of the Slier- 
man act.
